Stocks  totaled  1.2  billion  pounds,  21  percent  greater  than  <,ri  January  1,  I96I 

and  33  percent  greater  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  date,    i-'rozcn  fruit  supplies 
were  reduced  33  million  pounds  during  December  to  531  million  pounds*^  January  1, 
the  largest  frozen  fruit  inventory  for  the  date.    This  time  last  year,  million 
pounds  were  stored,  and  ii77  million  pounds  are  average  holdings  for  the  date.  Stocks 
of  fresh  apples  were  lowered  to  3)4  million  bushels,  r,  million  more  than  were  stored 
on  January  1,  I96I,  while  pears,  at  1.5  million  boxes,  were  slightly  lower  than  a 
year  earlier.

Occupancy  of  both  cooler  amJ  freezer  space  in  public  warehouses  declined  during 
December.    Cooler  occupancy  at  59  percent  on  January  1,  was  1-percentage  point  below 
December  1.    This  compares  with  55  percent  for  both  January  1,  I96I  and  the  5-y©ar 
average.    A  reduction  of  U-percentage  points  brought  January  1  freezer  occupancy  to 
78  percent.    This  is  the  highest  level  of  use  for  the  date  sinc'eT.95T4*"^nd  compares 
with  71  percent  for  both  a  year  ago  and  the  January  3  ,  1957-61  aver-  ;  ';,    h' '  1  <  ises  in 
freezer  occupancy  were  indicated  in  all  regions  except  the  South  AU  mLic:. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Stocks  of  cooler-he'id  commodities  totaled  3.1  billion  pounds  on  the  first  of  the  year, 
down  560  million  from  a  month  earlier.    This  reduction  was  Ik  million  pounds  greater 
than  during  December  I96O  but  about  average  for  the  month.    Holdings  of  all  cooler 
items  were  lowered  seasonally  except  for  gains  in  stocks  of  nuts,  and  dried  and 
evaporated  fruits.    Freezer  stocks  totaled  3.6  billion  pounds  compared  with  3.0 
billion  on  January  1,  I96I .    Average  stocks  for  this  date  are  2.9  billion  pounds. 
December  gains  in  stocks  of  butter,  juices  and  pork  were  offset  by  the  seasonal 
reductions  in  stocks  of  other  frozen  commodities  which  lowered  total  freezer  weight 
15?  million  pounds. 

Dairy  products 

^/arehouse  holdings  of  butter  advanced  1  million  pounds  during  December  to  225  million 
pounds  on  January  1.    A  year  earlier,  butter  stocks  were  77  million  pounds  and  the 
5-year  average  holdings  are  58  million  pounds.    Government-owned  butter  reported  on 
January  1  totaled  I80  million  pounds,  leaving  U5  million  fjounds  in  commercial  channels 
which  compares  with  21  million  pounds  last  year  and  the  January  1957-61  average  of 
25  million  pounds.    American  cheese  stocks  totaled  I4I6  million  pounds  on  January  1, 
a  decline  of  6  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.     This  inventory  was  i|2  percent 
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above  a  year  ago  and  31  percent  above  the  5-year  average.     January  1  stocks  of  cream 
totaled  8  million  pounds ^  down  2  million  from  a  month  before.     The  average  December 
reduction  is  3  million  pounds.

Frozen  vegetable  stocks  declined  from  1^26?  million  pounds  on  December  1^  I96I  to 
1~ T93~ million  on  January  1^  I962,     The  net  withdrawal  of  7h  million  pounds  compares 
with  3h  million  during  December  I96O  and  5U  million^  the  average  December  reduction. 
Stocks  were  at  a  record  high  for  the  date^  a  pattern  that  prevailed  during  all  of 
1961.    Holdings  of  frozen  vegetables  totaled  98I4  million  pounds  on  January  1^  1961^ 
while  average  holdings  for  the  date  are  883  million  pounds.    j^'jesh^J'ruit  holdings 
were  reduced  seasonally.    Stocks  of  _apples  were  down  10  million  bushels  from  a  month 
earlier  to  3k  million  on  January  1.    A  year  earlier ^  28  million  bushels  were  stored^ 
while  average  stocks  are  33  million  bushels.    Holdings  of  pears  were  reduced  to  1.5 
million  boxes  compared  with  1.?  on  January  1^  I96I  and  average  stocks  of  2  million 
boxes.    Frozenfruit  supplies^  at  531  million  pounds^  were  10  percent  above  those  of 
Januar^^  1~ ~ T9 6X~anci "11  percent  greater  than  average.    During  December ^  holdings  of 
all  frozen  fruit  items  were  reduced  seasonally  except  apples^  which  increased  10 
million  pounds  to  53  million.    Reductions  in  the  other  fruits  ranged  from  1  to  16 
million  pounds.    Strawberries  were  down  to  l5l  million  pounds^  13  percent  below 
average.    0 rang e_ j3onc entr ate  stocks  increased  1  million  gallons  during  December 
raising  warehouse  supplies  to  almost  I8  million  gallons.    On  January  1^  1961^  stocks 
totaled  II4  million  gallons  and  1?  million  gallons  are  average  for  the  date. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Holdings  of  total  poultry  on  January  1  totaled  [j.35  million  pounds^  a  record  for  the 
date 5  exceeding  the  previous  January  1  high  of  356  million  pounds  in  19 U5.  This 
inventory  is  a  reduction  of  5^  million  pounds  from  the  December  1  holding  of  i|89 
million  pounds  and  compares  with  the  decline  of  52  million  pounds  during  December 
i960  and  the  average  reduction  of  I4.O  million  pounds.    A  year  earlier ^  stocks  totaled 
301  million  and  the  5-year  average  is  323  million  pounds.    Turkey  holdings  on 
January  1  totaled  266  million  pounds ^  the  largest  for  the  date  but  a  drop  of  52 
million  pounds  from  the  December  1  high  of  last  month.    January  1  turke^^  inventories 
exceeded  the  previous  record  for  the  month  by  89  million  pounds.    A  seasonal  reduct- 
ion in  shell  egg  stocks  of  I46  thousand  cases  brought  holdings  to  37  thousand  cases^ 
the  lowest  on  record  since  Januarj^  1^  1951.    Frozen  egg  stocks  were  reduced  by  9 
million  pounds  during  December  to  total  61  million  pounds  on  January  1.    Last  year 
at  this  time^  holdings  were  6k  million  while  the  January  1^  1957-61  average  is  72 
million  pounds . 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Red  meats  totaled  lt88  million  pounds  on  January  1^  up  2  million  from  .a  month  earlier. 
These  stocks  were  l5  percent  above  those  of  January  1^  I96I  but  were  virtually  the 
same  as  the  5-year  average.     The  net  gain  of  2  million  pounds  compares  with  an 
increase  of  13  million  during  December  I96O  and  the  average  increase  of  US  million 
pounds.    Beef  stocks  at  199  million  pounds^  were  17  percent  above  January  1^  I96I 
and  8  percent  above  the  5-year  average.    A  3  million  pound  net  reduction  in  beef 
during  December  compares  with  a  1  million  pound  increase  a  year  ago  and  the  December 
1956-60  average  gain  of  17  million  pounds.    Holdings  of  pork  totaled  206  million 
pounds  on  January  1^  a  net  increase  of  13  million  pounds' 'during  December  I96I. 
compared  with  17  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  increase  of  28  million 
pounds.     Total  frozen  pork  increased  15  million  pounds  to  I68  million  pounds  but 
total  cooler  pork  declined  2  million  pounds  to  38  million  pounds  on  January  1.
